Miss Phoebe Couizns has been routed, 
horse, foot and dragoun. By a unani 
moos vote of the judiciary comtnittee, 
her application to sit as a member of 
the national conimis,sion has bcou de 
nied. Commissioner Massey of IM.i 
ware, chainnau of the judiciary c om 
mittee. preHeuted the report. The de 
cision of the judiciary committpo was 
based on Section 2 of the act of con- 
gress creating the national committee. 
By this act Jlr. M a«*ev )i<^](l that tJio 
membership of the commission was 
limited to two members from each 
, state and territory and the two alter 
nates. Miss Cousms was not apifointed 
under that act, therefore could not be 
regarded as a member of the commis 
sion and conseqnently could not be al- 
lowed to participate in any of its de 
bates or enj ly any of its prerogatives 

Bhortly before this report was pre^ 
seated, Miss Couzins asked that by re- 
quest a communication of hers be read, 
nils communication was simply a pres- 
entation of her case to the national 
commission. In it she demanded ad 
mission to the commission and continu 
ons enrollment. Aside from tiiis thti 
communication contained nothing new. 

Foreign exhibitors are loudly protest 
ing against Chairman John Boyd 
Thatcher's one- judge system for judp 
ing exhibits.

Wakhinotov, May 10.— The weather 
bureau has issued a bulletin ot the 
progress of the orops for the week end 
ing Tuesday, May ot which the tol 
lowing is a synopsis: 

New England— Season cold and back 
ward; frost not all out of the groumi 
in the north. 

New York— All crops good, although 
delayed: grass excellent; no seeding 
little plowing in north section. 

New .Icrsey— Excessive rains and de 
ficiency of temperature and sunshine 
have practically stopped all growth and 
farmwork; tender seeds are rotting in 
the ground 

Pennsylvania — Ground thoroughly 
soaked; no corn planted; over one-naif 
oat crop, and potatoes yet to be sown 
winter grain and grass in falrcondi 
tion. 

• Maryland— Fruit in some sections re- 
ported injured by heavy rains, high 
w inds and frosts; wheat, rye, oats and 
grass improved; potatoes and tobacco 
plants thriving. 

Mississippi— Conditions generally not 
favorable; crops becoming grassy; creek 
bottoms overflowed; some replanting 
necessary, 

Louisiana— Crops show improvement 
but are becoming grassy; some com 
plaints of lice in cotton and worms in 
juring com; sunshine needed. 

Texas— Favorable tor cotton nnd 
corn; cotton planting- delayed by cot 
tinned dry weather In west portion; 
early wheat being harvested 

Arkansas- Wheat, oata, grasses nnd 
fruit doing well; cotton and corn in 
jured by excessive rains and low tem- 
perature; much replanting necessary. 

Tennessee- Early wheat heading; to- 
bacco planting begun; nights too cool 
for cotton, corn greatly damaged by 
cutworms; late Irish jiotatoes excellent; 
large pouch crop promised; pastures 
splendid. 

Kentucky— Com not all planted; crop 
in ground coming up poorly; tobacco 
slightly injured; wheat, rye, oats and 
grasses fine 

Missouri— Crops advancing slowly; 
tmit prospects improved. 

Illinois — Conditions beneficial to 
wheat, but retard other crops; fmit 
prospects improviug. plowing and corn 
planting making fair progress; thous 
ands ot acres of wheat still submerged, 
and will probablv be a total loss; season 
about 10 days behind. 

Indiana— Grope on uplands look well, 
lowlands yet inundated; fruit back 
ward, not much injured. 

West Virginia— Wheat, oats, grass, 
rye and tobacco growing finely; promis 
iug reports relative to fruit; stock in 
good condition. 

Ohio-r Wheat, oats, grass, rye, barley 
and tobacco made slow i^wth; early 
potatoes rotting; trait promising; 
strawberries blooming, 

Michigan— Crop conditions continue 
backward owing to wet and cold; plow 
ing for corn is in progress in most 
southern counties; fruit prospects ex 
cellent. 

Wisconsin— Seisding will be finished 
this week and corn planting begun; sea- 
son very late; no damage, except slight 
rottinor of seed. 

Minnesota— Seeding general; gn»» 
and early sown grain doing nicely; low- 
lands in central and northern districts 
still too wet: trait trees budding; some 
com planted. 

Iowa—Large acreage ready for corn; 
planting begun in southern districts. 

North Dakota— Wheat showing np in 
many localities; average temperature 
and very little rain. 

South Dakota— Seeding oats, wheat 
and barley nearly completed In east 
portioq. 

Nebraska— Odd weather delayed com 
planting, but in - sonthsns • oeutiee 
mostly completed and soma ooming up: 
small grain has improved but is still 
very backward and in poor condition. 

Kansas— Wheat, oats and grpssim- 
proved in eastern counties, UiCmgh 
some corn being replanted. 

Oklahoma— Bottom lands on Cotton* 
wood creek overflowed and oroM badly 
damaged; no injury from firost; crops 
improving. 

Montana— Warm weather during past 
two days very beneficial. 

Wyoming— Weather too cold for any- 
thing to grow and too damp for farm 
work. 

Idaho— Frost injured trait buds; alfa- 
lain and timothy starting nicely; warm 
showers beneficial to grass and germi- 
nation of seed. 

Colorado— Too cold tor good growth; 
cpnditions improved and mnoE mora 
favorable. 

New Mexico— Conditions wero great- 
ly improved by general rains. 

Arizona— Melons, figs and strawber- 
ries ripe; other fruits promise well. 

Utah— Crops have not been much in- 
jured, although set back, and with good 
warm weather will do well. 

Washington— Winter wheat doing 
fairly well; grass is improving more 
rapidly and stock is looldng well; all 



fruit tress except apples ara in bloom, 
except in Wabkialcttm oountTi pros- 
pects very good tor large crop IB most

Oregon — Good growing weather; 
spring seeding greatly retarded in 
Willamette valley and on lowlands in 
Columbia river vallev and western 
Oregon; trees in full oloom and leaf;

Lot ijviLi.K, May 10 The largest 
convention of the National League of 
Republican Clubs that has.ever been 
held since the birth of the organization 
is in session here. 

When the convention assembled the 
Democratic mayor of the Falls City bid 
them thrice welcome and told them 
that they were welcome to the best and 
choicest of Kentucky hospitality. 

Many states that failed of repreeenta- 
tion last year an ) the year before re- 
sponded to the roll call 'Thursday morn- 
ing with good sized delegations. The 
event is also notable for the large at- 
tendance of men that for years nave 
been prominent in the councils of the 
older lieads of the party. The presence 
of such men as J. Sloan Fassett of New 
York, J. II. Manley of Maine, the 
trusted friend of the late idol of ths 
Republican party; Powell Clayton of 
Arkansas, R. (J. Kerens of St. Louis, 
Governor Nelson of Minnesota. M. H. 
DeYoung of San Francisco, .lohn (iow- 
dy <jf liuiiuna. J. K. Dubose of Idaho, 
John M. 1 hurston of Nebraska, at'd 
others of the leading lights of the 
party testifies to the iiiten st that is 
manife»ted in the movement toward 
entliusm;,; iiewlifesud energy luto the 

junior bri;4ade. 

At the same time many of thov« 
whoso jneseiK e have biicn confidently 
relied upun liave found it imiK>?>iMe, 
from oni' cause or unotht'r, ti> put in ar.

It is not among the piob:ibilities that 
the convention will either directly or 
indirectly suf^gest that ,i reconstrur- 
tioii ot the Republican party shouM be 
a necessary result of the defeat of last 
November, or that it will advocate the 
enunciation of any new doctrines. 

Till' sUventes from the tar west who 
are anxious to place the conventi(>n on 
recor<l as favoring free coinage a< ;» 
party issue, may be permitted an op- 
portunity oi presenting their case, but 
the convention will have none of any 
other outside "ism " 

Plans will lie submitted for broaden- 
ing and extending the work of the 
league preparatory first to the congres- 
sional elect'oiis for next year, and, sec- 
ond, to the next presidential campaign: 
likewise regarding the ways and means 
of Securing the necessary sinews ot war. 
and a bti on„' committee will be ajipoint- 
ed to carry these plans into effect, •'lie 
up and doiT'g" ia to he the watchword, 
and both th" leaders and the rank and 
file agree iliai from now on liie poiiiicai 
bonfires must bo lighted on everv hill 
and tlie work of jiroselytism and orL;aii- 
iziition must be carried on thionyliout 
the country with vieor and energy a^ 
though the national election was a thing 
of the immediate fnturainstead of the 
recent ]»ast. 

The meeting of the National Repub- 
lican committee divides interest with 
that of the lea^'ue. Concerning this 
gathering there is an air of mystery. 
None of the members on the ground, 
from Chairman Tiiomas H. ( artii 
down, will admit that they know ,iust 
what they are likely to do beyond th* 
fact that they will review the fioliticai 
situation as it afTects the Repulilii iMi 
party, excepting regarding the ( aus. - 
of last year's defeat, and possibly em- 
body their conclusions in an address to 
the country. 

Headquarters have been opened at a 
local hotel by Mrs. .T. Ellen Foster of 
Iowa as the solitary delegate of the 
Women's Republican league. As shi 
cat! not hold a convention all 1)V herself 
she proposes to assert her right to bti 
seated as a member ot the league con- 
vention i>roper. 

The name of General Alger as a can- 
didate for the league presidency was 
sprung and received with some favor 
by the delegates as yet unpledged. 
W. W. Tracy of Illinois has gained 
considerable, but a big delegation ol 
Buckeyes are whooping things up foi 
President Squires ot the Ohio 8tat« 
league, and olaim a majority ot tho 
convention In advance. President 
Burke of the College league appears to 
be having everything his own way in 
his canvass for the seorataryshlp. 

The National Republican oommittes 
has indorsed by resolution the action o( 
its executive oommittee in New York 
on the 15th of last July, making 
Thomas H. Carter, ohalman ot the 
campaign committee. This rasolntion 
was bitterly opposed by De Yonng irf 
California, Gay ton ot Arkansas and 
Kerens of Missouri. This commits the 
committee to the reoogaltloD of Carter 
as chairman for the remainder ot the 
term. 

Qulal iy»T »t th* White Ilouir. 

Washington, May 10.— Six senators 
and five represantatives called on Mr. 
Cleveland before the cabinet meeting 
began at 1 1 o'clock. They olieyed the 
letter of the president's rules am] 
brought no conatitusnts with them. No 
attempts were made by persons other 
than senators and repreiientatives to sea 
the president. It was a very (luiet day, 
the (iuiet«ut at the White House since 
March 4 with tho exception of the per- 
iod during which the oresident was ab- 
sent In New York aqiQtieaco.
